San Francisco, June 27.— (AP) 


—A movement to win the quickest 
possible ratification for the United 
Nations charter grew among; con- 
ference delegates today. 
It was 


spurred on by President Truman's 
urgent plea to make 
the new 


world peace plan "a living thing." 


The chief executive, after mak- 


ing the final address of the nine- 
week conference yesterday, is en 
route to Washington, by way of 
his home at Independence, Mo., to 
carry the charter personally be- 
fore the senate next Monday. 


"I am sure," he told the dele- 


gates of 50 nations here, "that the 
overwhelming sentiment 
of 
the 


people of my country and of their 
representatives in the senate is in 
favor of immediate ratification." 
He was applauded frequently by 
the delegates from all the 50 na- 
tions.

An Association Press poll which 


reached 
26 of 
the 
delegations 


showed that 20 of the 26 expect 
their nations to ratify the charter 
this year.

Truman's New Plan 


Washington. 
June 27.- ( A P ) — 


By a one-vole margin the house 
judiciary 
committee 
today 
ap- 


proved President Truman's recom- 
mendation that congress make the 
speaker of the house next in line 
for the presidency, after the vice 
president. 


The vote was 10 to 9, taken in 


executive session. Several of those 
who voted against the bill said 
they would prefer additional time' 
to study the measure. 


The measure, 
which 
provides 


that the speaker of the house be 
submitted for the 
secretary of 


state as the man who would take 
over the "White House in the ab- 
sence of both an elected president 
and vice president, now goes to 
the house floor. 


The bill, written by Chairman 


Sumners (D-Tex) of the judiciary 
committee, 
follows 
exactly 
the 


presidential succession views ouU 
lined by President Truman in a 
recent message. 


It provides that, should neither 


a president nor vice president be 
able to serve, then the presidency 
should pass to the speaker of the 
house, who must resign to accept 
the post.
